UP? 


There 
are signs 
of sobering 
and 


healthy reactions in the legislature. 
The 


senate by a vote of 11 to 10 killed a reso- 
lution for a constitutional convention in- 
tended to revise; the state's organic laws. 
The calling of such a convention M-ould 
have 
been 
exceedingly 
unfortunate. 


There is no real .need for it whatever. 
"Within, recent years the pcwtfo 
have 


shown unmistakably their opposition io 
the coutrivings of politicians for linker- 
ing with the state constitution. Business 
and industry have enough to contend 
with, enough of uncertainty to face, in 
the legislative program alone. To add 1o 
it the possibility of radical changes in 
the constitution, the end and extent of 
which no one could foresee, would be, 
highly discouraging and. we think, bane- 
ful. 


"Wisconsin's need is not, more legisla- 


tion but less of it- 
Taxes arc high 


in fact they a.re higher than in 


most other states where industry and 


• commerce have been highly developed. 
We have gone to the very extreme in reg- 
ulatory and restrictive legislation. Indi- 
viduils are under restraint of law from 
the 4ime they get up in the mornjng un- 
til they go to bed at night, and corpora- 
tions are subjected to the same inquisi- 
torial control. 


Tf the vote on the proposal for a con- 


stitutional amendment and that which 
Sva* adverse to a federal constitutional 


nendment for- the -election of federal 


judges, along with other incidents at Ma- 
dison, are as significant as they would in- 
dicate, we may yet escape much of the 
foolish legislation in the making, along 
with that aimed specifically at profitable 
enterprise. The worst proposal of all be- 
fore the legislature is that for publicity 
of income. 
Industry and business might 


be able to stand a further increase in the 
already iopheavy tax burdens, but they 
certainly cannot submit to having their 
costs, profits and losses and overhead 
placed in the hands of competitors who 
could not and would not help using the 
information to their embarrassment and 
detriment. 
This scheme mustfbe defeat- 


ed if AVisconsin is to continue to hold sub- 
stantially its present industrial and com- 
•mercial volume, and. is not to drive capital 
out of the state. 


RATIFY THE DEBT SETTLEMENT 


The house has promptly approved the 


administration's debt settlement 
with 


Great Britain. It is to the credit of the 
sixty-three Democrats who voted for the 
measure that they laid partisanship aside 
and assisted in the ratification of this 
sound and satisfactory agreement. There 
was some criticism in debate of the terms, 
on the ground that they might have been 
made more advantageous to the United 
States. 
This narrow-minded and selfish 


view was unworthy of expression in the 
congress of the United States, and it 
would have been to our discredit had it 
carried any weight in that i>ody. 


The great fact in connection with the 


settlement is that the British debt has 
been funded and placed upon a basis 
which permits Great Britain to assume 
obligations of payment' that are within 
her ability to pay and that enable her to 
retain the confidence of the world's finan- 
ciers and her own moral self-respect. The 
terms are merely an incident of this im- 
portant transaction so far as we arc con- 
cerned. 
"We can afford to wait and we 


can afford to be liberal. 


The settlement will react to our own 


benefit tlirough the tremendous effect it 
will have in stabilizing the finances of 
Europe, along with trade and exchange. 
It is the first step toward the economic 
rehabilitation of Europe and a return to 
solvency. 
The senate should ratify the 


agreement with equal promptness, and it 
should not seek 1o encumber it with 
amendments. Its duty is to take a broad 
view of the matter, and to act with un- 
derstanding and judgment that pass be- 
yond American boundaries. 


NO DISASTER YET 


Up to this time none of the dire calami- 


tics that dissatisfied onlookers predicted 
has resulted from French occupation of 
the Ruhr valley. There have been no seri- 
ous collisions between the French and 
Germans and futility of the enterprise is 
far from demonstrated. 
German resist-

The beginning is

As tension over the French enterprise 


has relaxed, public opinion has undergone 
a noticeable change. 
The harsh criticism 


of France which was so freely offered at 
the outset is commencing to moderate. 
The world'is waiting to see what will 
happen with more open-mindcdness. We 
think after sober reflection, the sympa- 
thies of disinterested nations will incline 
more toward France than toward Ger- 
many. 
There will he. a disposition to 


analyze more carefully the French view- 
point and to recall the fnr-t that what 
France has felt compelled to do was the 
result of crimes against her that all the 
indemnities in the world could not efface 
/ 
or repay. 


If mediation is not practical at this 


time, the attitude of this country should 
be to give Prance n fair opportunity to 
demonstrate the effectiveness and good 
faith of her enterprise. 
"We ought' at 


least to reserve our criticisms until we 
know definitely what the consequences arc 
and whether time will justify the step she, 
has taken.

KEEP YOl It MAN COVERED 


The patient was about to say, when our hot 


mustard foot bath was interrupted, several tilings 
not suitable for publication in thia newspaper but 
it you ever have tried or ever do try to Rive a hot 
mustard foot batli you will know what the patient 
was about to say. 
' 


Throughout the bath, which should last 20 min 


utes, the patient naked^between blankets, must be 
Kept well under the covers and covered heavily. Of 
course the nurse must keep the tub from overturn- 
ing, by holding it with one hand, and use her 
.other hand for dipping out dipperfuls of water every 
minute and adding- .dipperfuls of hotter water to 
"keep the water in the foot tub just a point or two 
hotter at all times than the patient thinks he can 
endure. If it doesn't scald the nurse's hand, let the 
patient swear he can't endure it. Let him swear 
in several languages if he is that kind of a man. But 
keep his feet in the tub and his body well tucked 
under the blankets. 


Throughout the bath keep a cold compress on the 


patient's forehead; change the compress every few 
minutes. 


If the patient thirsts for drink give him to drink, 


as freely as lie likes, more hot lemonade or cold wa- 
ter or any other hot or cold beverage except "booze." 
But at no time should he be permitted to uncover 
even an arm until the bath is concluded. 


The bath may be considered a success and con- 


cluded when the patient begins to perspire. If he is 
too tough to perspire, maybe he will sweat. 
If he 


can't even sweat the ungrateful creature will at 
least have the grace to redden all over; that, after 
all. is good evidence that the foot bath, is serving 
the purpose. 


Dry the feet and put a hot bottle under the blank- 


ets. 
Give the patient another drink, tuck him in 


some more, and let him ruminate/ for not less than 
an hour on life, past, present and future. 
Pre- 


sently he will feel content to stew or bake under 
the blankets but to this time, from the beginning, 
he will have threatened 26 times to throw off the 
blankets and be comfortable. But he must not do 
that. 


When, he has stewed sufficiently, maybe after an 


hour or two, and has had a little nap, he may es- 
cape from the blankets, be dried and put int® a j 
dry nighty. It is standard nursing practice to give 
a patient a sponging with alcohol or an ordinary 
tepid sponge bath following the h. m. f. b. if the 
patient has perspired freely. However, that is not 
essential. Nor need there be the slightest anxiety 
about the patient "taking cold" after such artificial 
sweating, no matter what precautions may be taken 
or neglected. 


There is no other remedy at all comparable, in 


my judgment, with a. hot mustard foot bath, pro- 
perly given as I have outlined, in the earlier stage 
of any acute respiratory infection which purports 
to be a "cold.'' For the_ man or woman whose time 
is valuable or whose work is too important to in- 
teirupt it is the best economy to go right to beu and 
send for a nurs-o to gi\e a hot mu&tard foot bath 
at the very' onset of such trouble.
